Israel Puts Units 


On Higher Alert 
After Syrian Moves

. JERUSALEM — Israel, respond- 
m ? lo reported Syrian troop 
maneuvers near the Golan Heights, 
pul some of its military units into a 
uigber stale of alert and warned the 
Syrians on Fridav that isolated 
clashes between the forces could 
escalate into full-scale war. 

The warning to Syria that Israel 
will not necessarily limit its mili- 
tary response in case of a clash was 
voiced by several officials, includ- 
ing Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir as he left the country on a 
trip to Europe. 

Mr. Shamir said Israel was tak- 
ing “all necessary precautionary 
measures” and hoped that Syria 
“won’t make a fatal mistake.” If 
hostilities occur, he added. Israel 
“will determine the rules of the 
same.”

Arens accused the Syrians of seek- 
ing to block implementation or the 
troop-withdrawal accord to desta- 
bilize the Lebanese government of 

President Amin Gemayel. 

“We shall do wha'i has to be 
done.” Mr. Arens said. “W : e will 
not be dragged into hostilities. W'e 
will not lose our nerve.” 

Syria adamantly opposes the ls- 
raeli-Lebanese agreement, charging 
that it rewards Israel for its inva- 
sion of Lebanon last June bv grant- 
ing the Israelis political and securi- 
ty advantages. Since the signing of 
the accord, the Syrians have beefed 
up their forces in Lebanon and 
along the Syrian- Lebanese border, 
where they now have about 50.000 
soldiers, according to the Israelis. 

There have also been a number 
or isolated recent incidents, includ- 
ing one Wednesday in which Syr- 
ian jets fired missiles at Israeli 
planes that were on a reconnais- 
sance mission over eastern Leba- 
non. On Thursday, an Israeli sol- 
dier was killed and 14 were wound- 
ed when an explosive device, plant- 
ed near a roadside in eastern 
Lebanon, was set off as an Israeli 
military bus passed. 

Israeli officials have consistently 
said that they view the Syrian 
moves as pari of a political and 
psychological war designed to sub- 
veri the troop- withdrawal agree- 
ment. and not as a prelude to a de- 
liberate initiation of hostilities. 
Thai continues to be the prevailing 
view, although officials in 
Jerusalem seem Jess certain about 
Syrian intentions and more fearful 
about where events may lead. 

On Friday. Prime Minister 
Menacbem Begin of Israel briefed 
leaders of the opposition Labor 
Party. Following the meeting, for- 
mer Prime Minister >'iizhak Rabin 
said he remained convinced there 
would not be a new war with Syria 
but that Israel was correct in being 
on alert. 

Israeli military sources said the 
decision to heighten the alert status 
of some urn's resulted from die 
“cumulative elievt" of recent Syr- 
ian moves, the most potentially 
ominous of which, they said, was 
the beginning of the maneuvers on 
Thursdav.

WASHINGTON — The Reagan

Dioval from Honduras to triple the 


pi oval from Honduras to triple the 
current number of L.S. military 
advisers there and to open a train- 
ing base for Salvadoran soldiers in 
Honduras, according to a senior 
Defense Department official. 

The training plan runs contrary 
to a nonbinding policy statement 
adopted by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee earlier this year 
that stipulated that future Ameri- 
can training of Salvadoran troops 
should be done at installations in 
the United States. 


The Reagan administration has 
an agreement with Congress not to 
station more than 55 American 
military advisers in El Salvador. 
The training of Salvadoran officers 
and enlisted men has been done 
primarily in El Salvador and the 


United States. Small numbers of 
Salvadoran troops also received 
training at U.S. bases in Panama. 

Under the new training agree- 
ment. which was approved by the 
Honduran military commander. 
General Gustavo Alvarez Mar- 
tinez. during an unpublicized visit 
to Washington last week, the Unit- 
ed States will send more than 100 
military advisers to a base at Puer- 
to Castilla on the Caribbean coast. 
the senior Defense Department of- 
ficial said. 

The Defense Department official 
said Thursday that the agreement, 
which takes the form of an amend- 
ment to a military assistance pact 
signed by the United States and 
Honduras in the 1950s. was also 
approved by the president of Hon- 
duras, Roberto Suaro Coracvo, 
and other Honduran political lead-

WASHINGTON — One by one. 
at precisely calibrated intervals, the 
leaders of the world’s great indus- 
trial democracies will descend 
upon the grassy market square of 
Colonial Williamsburg on Satur- 
day in gleaming helicopters. 

One by one, each will board a 
gold-t rimm ed horse-drawn carriage 
and ride in stately isolation to the 
Governor's Palace, there to be 
greeted by a howitzer salute, a 
blaze of patriotic music and the 
president of the United States. 

With Williamsburg's Georgian 
buildings and well-tended gardens 
providing a graceful backdrop, 
each leader wul bask alone with 
President Ronald Reagan in the 
glow of pomp and ceremony before 
moving discreetly offstage to make 
way for the next arrival. 

And bom first to last, each me- 
ticulously choreographed arrival 
will be recorded in living color by 
television cameras for almost-in- 
stant transmission back to the 
viewing millions in each leader’s 
home country, a vivid picture of 
each seeming to dominate center 
stage of the ninth economic sum- 
mit meeting of industrial nations. 

It is billed as an economic sum- 
mit, a three-day gathering of heads 
of government from Western Eu- 
rope, Japan and North America to 
grapple with weighty matters of in- 
ternational economics. And in- 
deed, there will be hours of poten- 
tially fateful discussions, as a 
group and in bilateral talks, on 
subjects ranging from world cur- 
rency problems to trade, interest 
rates and how best to assure con- 
tinued recovery from the world- 
wide recession. 

Yet, when Mr. Reagan and the 
leaders of the six other leading in- 
dustrialized nations gather at Wil- 
liamsburg tins Memorial Day 
weekend, domestic politics and at- 
tempts to manipulate the mass me- 
dia for the political advantage of 
die individual participants may 
overshadow everything else.

HAMBURG — Gerd Heide- 
mann, the journalist who bought 
the fake Hiller diaries for Stem 
magazine, has been arrested on 
charges of fraud after the dealer 
who sold him the documents ad- 
mitted writing them himself, the 
Hamburg state prosecutor said Fri- 
day- 

Mr. Heidemann. who was 
Stern’s star reporter and who 
received 9 million marks lS3.”5 
million) from the magazine to bu> 
the diaries, was arrested at his 
home in Hamburg on Thursday 
night after the dealer. Konrad Ku- 
jau. made his confession. 

Mr. Kujau. a trader in Nazi 
memorabilia in Stuttgart, has been 
in custody in Hamburg since sur- 
rendering to police at a border post 
in Bavaria on May 14. At the lime, 
be claimed to have been duped by 
two East Germans who he said had 
supplied the documents. 

The publisher of Stem. Henri 
Nanneru and some rightist newspa- 
pers had suggested that the diaries 
might have been planted by East 
German agents in an attempt to 
destabilize West Germany. 

Mr. Kujau's reported confession. 


however, has left investigators to 
determine how much, if anything. 
Mr. Heidemann knew about the 
origin of the diaries. Mr. Heide- 
mann was dismissed by Stem. 

[Mr. Heidemann’s attorney. 
Egon Geis. said in a telephone in- 
terview Friday night that Mr. Ku- 
jau had alleged that Mr. Heide- 
mann “provided the paper the dia- 
ries were written on." The Associ- 
ated Press reported from 
Hamburg. "He also alleged that

A judge in Hamburg roled at a 
preliminary hearing Frida) that 
Mr. Heidemann should remain in 
custody pending further investiga- 
tions, a court spokesman said. 

The judge accepted the suite pro- 
secutor's argument that there was 
sufficient risk that Mr Heidemann 
would flee or tamper with evidence 
to justify detaining him on the 
fraud charge. The defense counsel 
ctid not contest the decision. West 
German law requires the prosecu- 
tion to justify an arrest in court 
within 24 hours. 


Stern filed a lawsuit for fraud 
against Mr. Heidemann on May 9

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Warsaw Revives a Tradition: The 'Miss Polonia’’ Pageant

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Spectators and photographers were numerous as beaufv contestants armed for prelimi- 
nary judging in Warsaw of the “Miss Polonia** 1983 conmetition, the first in ^ years.

WARSAW — “How can we ever expect to overcome the 
crisis with everyone standing out here instead of working?” 
groused a middle-aged dishwasher from the Buffo Theater 
kitchen as she scanned a crowd of about 200 people outside. 

Composed mostly of young men. many with cameras, the 
crowd was straining against a metal fence near the theater 
entrance to ogle participants in a rare Soviet-bloc spectacle: 
2 beauty contest 

Orthodox Leninists would undoubtedly regard what hap- 
pened at the theater Thursday as a degradation of Socialist 
womanhood. But then, the vast majority of Foies have never 
been big on Lenin, anyway. 

.And about 100 mini skilled contestants managed to over- 
come both shyness and whatever ideological reservations 
they might have had to participate in the first preliminary 

judging of the 1983 “Miss Polonia” contest. 

"1 failed my [high school] graduation examinations, so 1 
entered to cheer mwetf up,” said Ursula Szemczyk. 19. 

Tne 1983 Miss Poland contest is the first in 25 years and 
only the third since World War 11. Previous postwar 
pageants were held in 1957 and 1958. when the country was 
undergoing a political thaw after Stalin's death. 

While Bulgaria. Czechoslnvakia. Hungary. Poland. 
Romania and Yugoslavia dll chose national beauty queens 
dosing the 1920s and 1930s. such spectacles generally 
stopped with the war and the postwar Communisi iakwer 
in Eastern Europe. 

Why resurrect the contest now? “Poland's petite bour- 


geoisie was short of entertainment, and this is intended to 
fill the gap.” said Stanislaus Cejrowski, director of the Estra- 
da artistic agency and one of the Miss Polonia promoters. 

Whatever the official intent, most contestants and specta- 
tors seemed happy for the diversion that Thursday’s events 
offered from Poland’s weightier problems. 

“Deep inside, every girl wants to be recognized as beauti- 
ful." one contestant said. 

Jolanta Koch an. a high school senior, said the main at- 
traction for her was the prospect of a trip to London, which 
Miss Poland has been promised for next fall’s Miss World 
contest. 

A few contestants seemed to be brimming with confi- 
dence. but most of the young women were almost painfully 
naive. 

“There are too many men!” gasped Katarzyna Wziatek. 
19, as she arrived and saw the big crowd. 

Many of (be early male arrivals claimed to be journalists. 
But noi Slawomir Skulimowski. 20. who described himself 
as "self-employed" and who arrived an hour early by motor- 
cycle. 

“I came to kibitz,” he said, using the term Poles favor io 
describe their attendance at sporting events. 

“1 expect a lot of girls to come, because there are a lot of 
pretty girls in Warsaw." Mr. Skulimowski said. 

“1 live in the neighborhood.” explained Piotr KucharskL a 
middle-aged worker. ”1 was out shopping and decided to 
come by and take a look.” 

Mr. Kucharstti. who said he had the day off, excused him- 
vc!f to check a rear entrance to the theater, which was closed 
to the public for the preliminary judging. 


Mr. Cejrowski said the sponsors were keeping the rules of 
the Miss Polonia contest simple: no “artificial require- 
ments” like measurements and ‘'nothing complicated” like a 
talent competition. “The only criterion is that we have pret- 
ty girls ” v 

Preliminary contests like the one in Warsaw will take 
place in each of 1 1 regions, Mr. Cgrowski said. 

Twenty contestants from each region will be selected by 
judges to compete in a second, public round, where either 
two or three regional finalists wfll advance to the national 
contest in September.

WASHINGTON — The Defense Department's chief spokes- 
man. Henry E Cano Jr_ said Thursday that the Pentagon’s senior

The Value of Summits 


F INCETON, New Jersey — The extraprdi- 
pary importance of the market reforms 


The informal exchange of ideas among 
leaders of the major industrial countries 
was Che original aim of the economic suin' 
mit meetings, the next of which opens this 
weekend in Williamsburg, It was too much 
to expect that they remain informal a chat 
around the fire — as in the first meeting, 
eight years ago at Rambouillet in France. 

The idea grew out of the special relation- 
ship between Valery Girard d'Estaing, who 
first proposed it, and Helmut Schmidt, then 
chancellor of West Germany. Both were eco- 
nomically sophisticated men; they were on 
good personal terms and had something im- 
portant to talk about; and inviting their coun- 
terparts from other West European govern- 
ments, and from Japan and the United States, 
made sense. 

But then gigan deism set in. Before we knew 
it we were at Versailles, with concerts, fire- 
works and ostentatious display of a kind that 
provided unpleasant contrast to the unem- 
ployment, inflation and indebtedness that 
woe the subjects under discussion. 

Are these meetings worth c ontinuing ? There 
still is something to be said for personal meet- 
ings among the chiefs of state, if only for their 
educational merit. These leaders, however 
qualified they themselves are in economics, 
can gain from exposure to informed opinions 
other than those heard in their own cabinets 
and national press. At Williamsburg, the Eu- 
ropean leaders will certainly get a dose of 
American confidence and faith in the market- 


place, and Mr. Reagan will be compelled to 
listen politely to lectures on interest rates and 
currency reform. The officials who take pan 
may alio find time for constructive conversa- 
tion among themselves. 

There is utility in afl of this. There is value 
in laying out in a formal way tbe differences 
among the Western industrial countries, and 
the rival solutions. But this is not what the 
meetings started out do do, and what they still 
might do. They were meant to be open and 
infonnaJ intellectual exchanges. 

it would help, in this regard, to get rid of 
the communique. That would reduce the heat 
of public attention and media inflation of the 
affair. If there is no deririon to communicate, 
it can simply be said that the leaders met and 
talked. It would also help if these meetings 
would go back, literally and figuratively, to the 
woods, where they began — where media at- 
tention would be reduced. This meeting ought 
to be at Camp David, not Williamsburg. 

The economic summits are worthwhile so 
long as a chance exists that someone import- 
ant might learn something, or that a leader 
might go borne with his or her views enlarged 
or changed. That result can follow from se- 
rious and candid discussion. 

The trouble with the economic summits is 
that they have become affairs of state; instead 
of people talking, governments pronounce. 
They don’t have to travel to Wfifiamsbnrg 
to do that.

Happy Talk Won’t Help 


The Reagan administration has taken great 
care that this weekend’s economic summit 
conference in Williamsburg not be “another 
Versailles." Last year’s gathering there was a 
model of how bad such an event can be — 
inconclusive, disputatious and, in the end, 
damaging to relations among the seven indus- 
trial powers. But prearranged harmony is not 
much better. The world wants leadership. 

Historians will look back at Versailles with 
wander. The main ruckus was about Western 
Europe’s involvement in the Soviet gas pipe- 
line, hardly central to global economics except 
that Washington made it so. The deepening 
recesaon should have been the main concern. 
And the looming crisis is Third-World debt 
was cot even sighted. 

What a difference a year makes. While Pres- 
ident Reagan has lost none of his fervor for 
East-West combat, it has been agreed to play 
that down in Williamsburg. This year's spot- 
light will be on economic recovery, a belated 
and probably insufficient response. 

Recovery has begun in most of the major 
industrial countries. Bat tbe assembled politi- 
cians seem inclined to take refuge in this im- 
portant news and duck tbe serious issues that 
remain. Three of them — tbe prime ministers 
of Britain, Japan and Italy — are approaching 
crucial elections, and are surely more interest- 
ed in policies that protea their hides than in 
policies that rescue the world. 

Hie global issues are inseparable. Will the 
recovery be strong enough and will it last? Or 


will it be threatened by high interest tales and 
protectionism? Tbe allies agree that interest 
rates should come down, but the United 
States’s heavy borrowing to cover huge deficits 
threatens to keep them up. A banting crisis 
has been averted by adroit bailouts for Third- 
World debtors, bat the danger has not passed. 
No one has a sure remedy for any of these 
problems, kt alone all of them. 

Enter tbe French, noisily. President 
Francois Mitterrand, haring weakened his 
country’s economy with inflationary stimu- 
lants, now lectures ins summit colleagues cm 
their failings. Like de Gaulle he hits hardest at 
the United States, contending that American 
policies and tbe high-valued dollar are causing 
trouble for everyone else. He wants a global 
monetary reform to impose stricter rales on aU 
countries. There is some truth in what Mr. 
Mitterrand says, but he would get a better 
hearing if he would occasionally concede his 
own nnsjudgments. 

The very act of preparing for these summit 
meetings can be constructive, in spotlighting 
problems and upholding the idea of collabora- 
tion. But only a few of the eight previous 
gatherings have led to important agreements. 
This ninth one will not even try. 

Tbe world has been devastated by four 
years of recession. The poor are getting poor- 
er. And the rich are far from able or wxflmg to 
assume more burdens. Happy about the 
emerging recovery will not go very far.

A Perception Problem? Hie ’Who Lost Salvador’ Came: Is the Cynicism Too Deep? 


President Ronald Reagan's explanation of 
his low standing with most of the black doc- 


torate is that he just cannot get through to it 
with the truth. He defined his difficulties as 


the product of an unwarranted “perception," 
denying that his initiatives have inflicted spe- 
cial Hnmage on blacks and landing his civil 
rights record and conurdnnent alike. If he runs 
again, he said, responding to a widely voiced 
political question, he is not going to “cast any 
voters aside.” 

On that last point, surely he is serious. Lou 
Harris, the pollster, estimates that if blacks 
turn out in 1984 as they did in recent dry elec- 
tions in Chicago and Philadelphia, and if they 
give only the same 10-percent vote in the Re- 
publican column, then Mr. Reagan wifl need 
an 1 1 -point margin from the rest of the elec- 
torate to win an overall majority of the popu- 
lar vote. That is a big handicap, as a study of 
the potential black vote in key states shows. 

But what about that question of the presi- 
dent’s perception by blacks? Mr. Reagan proj- 
ects great personal concern. Bnt many blacks 
find that tbe facts send a different message. 
His claims of accomplishment are either so 
overstated (“We have increased our ability to 
help those truly at tbe lower earning okT) or 
so tangential (“money that we have regained 
in wage disputes — we are setting a record in 
thaO that his assertions often disturb listen- 
ers — and not just blacks- Critics remember 


the administration's early efforts to weaken 
the Voting Rights Act. They know that the 
numerous Justice Department enforcement ac- 
tions died (“21,000 inquiries into ... suspect- 
ed voting violations") stem mostly from the 
routine processing of redistricting initiatives 
accompanying the census. 

As to the effects of his budget and tax cuts, 
Mr. Reagan sounds as though he had been 
captured by glossy analyses from his budget 
office and - elsewhere that portray the effects of 
social retrenchment as a minimal and relative- 
ly painless affair. 

President Reagan insists he win defend any 
individual's constitutional rights “at point of 
bayonet, if necessary.” No one doabts that he 
would. He fails, however, to acknowledge the 
diagnoses that many blacks make of their own 
condition. His is a voioe full of oonpastion 
and good will, and of inadequate understand- 
ing and misdirected concern. 

It is wrong and disappointing to hear his 
suggestion that blacks are somehow defective 
in their perception of what he is trying to do 
fm- them, or that they have somehow been 
deceived. Black people cannot be dismissed as 
ignorant or thoughtless in their perception. 
The president should entertain the possibility 
that it is he who misunderstands the conse- 
quences of his programs, not the blades who 
protest them.

Instead aflritt- 
ing government troops, they offer 
safe conduct out of areas they con- 
trol b return for weapons. The 
State Department estimates that in 
this way the guerrillas acquired 
1,000 U-S.-suppbed guns in the dos- 
ing months of 1982 and another 
1,000 this year. 

Yet the policy remains to keep up

R OMAINMOTTER, Switzer- 
land —Tie drizzle is turning 
many away from muddy hiking, 
damp biking and soggy sailing to 
visit timeless sheltered places. On 
Sunday, the added incentive of a 
concert by the Yale Glee Gub will 
probably draw many to Romain- 
moiier. 

Even through a rainy windshield, 
the foothills of the Jura are a lush 
green and fields of colza glow in 
glorious patches. From Geneva, 
Nenehitef or Lausanne, it’s easy to 
reach Romairundtier by roads that 
wind through pine forests, then dip 
into the secluded valley that hides 
one of Switzerland's greatest 
Romanesque abbeys. 

Since two monks — one called 
Remain — spread the gospel 
around the Jura and built a wood- 
en oratory in 460, there have been 
1,500 years of Christian worship 
here. The traces of the success ve 
churches are clearly outlined on the 
paring of the present abbey. Each 
new church simply encased the 
space of the earlier one. growing 
more and more imposing. 

About a thousand years ago, the 
Abbaye de Rom aic m o tier was the 
first church built in Switzerland by 
the Benedictines of Guny, to re- 
place a stone sanctuary erected by 
the monks of Sl Colomban. Later, 
in its heyday, crowds overflowed 
into the porch and narthex as 
popes, kings and royal weddings 
filed through the wooden portals 
into the vaulted nave, with its mas- 
sive pillars of pink sandstone.

In April, the Ad ex-Picard-T aj an auctioneering 
g r oup hdd a memorable sale of 17th- and 18th-centmy French silver 
and, earlier in the winter, die Couturier Nicolay group registered a 
fantastic, totally unexpected record — 2.69 million French francs — on 
a painting by a French minor master, Louis-Leopold Boilly. 

This phenomenon is accelerated by an irreversible fact of life. Major 
collections are vanishing fasL Hither they get transformed into muse- 
ums or they are being dispersed, at least in part. In the first eventuali- 
ty. the available art simply shrinks, while the second creates the oppor- 
tunities for new records. 

The one area where important new collections spring up is content- 
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porary art, where supply is by definition not limited. Its center has 
been in the United States for more than a decade. It is booming, but

remains volatile because it is geared to short-lived trends, making eve- 
ry buy a gamble. This is a market that also has become thoroughly 
international, as shown by the percentage of foreign buying in the 
Paris trade.

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NEW YORK — The dramatic upturn of Impressionist 
and Modem Master paintings that has been verified by the 
latest round of sales hdd at Christie's and Sotheby’s in New 
York is probably the most si gnifican t event on the art mar- 
ket this year. 

Conveyed in figures, the outcome is unprecedented. With- 
in two days, auctions held at Christie’s on May 17 and at 
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Sotheby’s on May 18 and 19 totaled more than $52 million. 
Sotheby’s sale of the Havemeyer collection acted as a cata- 
lyst- The presence of two masterpieces by Degas, of a kind 
now almost exclusively found in museums, drew worldwide 
attention.

Paris: A Cautious Market

' PARIS — The French art market is a paradoxical 
institution dial thrives in Paris selling the works of 
mostly foreign-bom painters and sculptors living in 
France to predominantly foreign collectors.

that foreign buyers are the gallery’s main resource; “A

Claude Bernard, another well-known dealer, figures 
that of his 1.500 collectors.

Both Mr. Bernard and Maeght's note the emergence 
of voting French collectors —executives, doctors, law- 
yers between the ages of 35 and 40 — who are inter- 
ested in young painters. 

Maeght’s noted another shift in its clientele. There 
are less and less big collectors, and more and more 
middle and upper-level executives buying worts that 
are relatively accessible," Mr. Dubm said. By “rela- 
tively accessible," Mr. Dubin said he meant 20,000 to 
100.000 francs, or about 52,700 to $ 13,500. 

On the whole, dealers agree that French buying 
habits have traditionally been exceedingly cautious. 

“Buying patterns are different in .America," Mr.

The other way in which private collections tend to dwindle is more 
radical — they get disbanded, or at least partly so. 

The latest news in this line is that the treasures from black Africa and 
the South Seas gathered over the past 20 years by Prince Sadruddm Aga 
Khan are to be sold June 27 at Sotheby’s in London. In a brief preface to 


the auction catalog, the collector discreetly touched -on his love for works 
with which he held “silent dialogues which words should not erode.” Hus 
has a ring of truth instantly identifiable to fellow collectors. 

Indeed, “collecting” is probably an inadequate word in this case: 
Prince Sadruddin’s original involvement with primitive art stemmed 
from his interest in the Cubist and Surrealist schools. As mission after 
mission took him to Africa in his capacity as United Nations High Com- 
missioner for Refugees, his Western-oriented curiosity give way to an 
increasing fascination with “a myriad people so different in tbar com- 
plex social and cultural badcgRwnds.’^Symbcdiart, the significance im- 
parted to objects within African secret societies, and a whole way of fife 
that, he said on several occasions, impressed him for its infinite harmony, 
were the main motivations behind his search. He did not boy in Africa, 
except for tourist souvenirs. But bade in New York and Pans, he would 
roam the better-known galleries, from which he acquired all his main 
pieces. 

The fabulous funerary portrait of a young girl from the Fang people in 
Gabon, probably dating from the early 19m century, once graced the 
Bureau collection in Bordeaux. Old-timers remember catching a glim pse 
of it later at the Gakrie Kamer in Paris. The Yoniba ivory figure from 
Nigeria, probably a I9th-centmy piece, comes from the Pinto collection, 
also in Paris. And one of the finest Fang masks in existence, from a 
secret society of the N’Gil district, found in 1917, was once the property 
of a French colonial civil servant.

The United States has long been 
the seat of Western financial pow- 
tr. International dealers reckon 
that about half, the works of ait 
sold worldwide are headed for the 
United States. Tins appears to have 
been so for the last three decades 
and is encouraged by the U.S. In- 
terna] Revenue Service regulation 
on tax-deductible art purchases. 

in the particular case of Impres- 
sionist and. modem art, the role 
played by American coflectors is 
enormous. Tins goes much further 
back in time — right to the begin- 
ning of Im pffw ^iwinn, as a matter 
» ofiacL Rich Americans were buy- 
ing Monets and Renoirs — for lit- 
tle money — partly under the influ- 
ence of the American Impressionist 
Mary Cassatt, when their French 
counterparts would prefer to look 
at Rosa Boubenr, Carolus Duran 
and other academic painters now 
refereed to as kitsch. American in- 
terest continued unabated through- 
out this century. 

It was the sale of seven paintings

Many important dealers 
are American as wdL More signifi- 
cantly, some of the most powerful , 
European professionals have had 
galleries in New York fa a long 
time. The French dealer Daniel

— at least in theory. 

Concerning Impressionist and 
Modem Masters, the first question 
to address is not whether New 
York is about to become the center 
of the art market but why it did not 
become that center a quarter of a 
century ago.

Medieval and Renaissance Prices Soar 


LONDON —There comes a time 
in the an market when certain cat- 
egories teach such a degree of rari- 
ty that a two-tier market develops. 

Good specimens go steadily up. 
by as much as 20 to 25 percent 
every year. Outstanding pieces that 
are remarkable by virtue erf their 
historical significance, their aes- 
thetic accomplishment or, better 
still, on both accounts, multiply the 
most optimistic estimates four or 
fivefold. That process, which first 
affected Impressionist and Modem 
Master paintings, has now extend- 
ed to medieval and Renaissance 
art 

The latest round of sales at 
Sotheby’s has given spectacular eyr 
ide nee of the new course followed 
by works of art considered to be 
the top in these categories. 

The first indication that dungs 
were moving in a new direction 
came just before the spring. A 
hoard of three 14th-century silver- 
gilt vessels, hitherto unrecorded, 
mysteriously surfaced in London in 



a mixed sale of objels d’arL Little 
silver of that period has been pre- 
served, making any such find sen- 
sation aL The double cup — that is, 
a cup whose cover matches the bot- 
tom in reverse — and the ewer and 
tlagpa all show varying traces erf 
corrosion, suggesting some chance 
excavation.

Until 
then, medieval leaves separate 
from their manuscripts had not 
been given much attention by insti- 
tutions or the handful of major col- 
lectors in the United Slates and 
Europe. Miniatures cut out from 
manuscript pages had beat virtual- 
ly ignored 

This time, 36 such fragments and 
five full-page minia tures. aQ hastily 
cropped along the edges, offered a 
special case. Together, they are all 
that remains of an extraordinary 
English manuscript of the Apoca- 
lypse, executed in 1260-80. proba- 
bly at York. Totally unrecorded 
until the sale, they had been 
mounted in an album in the late 
18th century by a Basel collector, 
Daniel Burckhardt Wifdt, whose 
descendants were selling it 

The 41 fragments also were sen- 
sational as an art historical discov- 
ery; English Gothic manuscripts 
are rarer than Continental ones, 
thanks to King Henry VHTs Re- 
formist zeaL 

At the sale, the combination of 
surprise, beauty, rarity and the new 
awareness that major medieval art 
is gone or about to go triggered a 
price explosion. The fragment illus- 
trating “The Millstone Cast into 
the Sea" on the recto and “Rejoic- 
ing in Heaven over the Defeat of 
the Whore of Babylon" on the ver- 
so fetched a phenomenal £41,800 
— 10 times the previous high price 
for a 13th-century miniature. Other 
fragments ranged from £3,790 to 
£33,450. Most sold within the 
£7,000 to £14,000 range, a stupen- 
dously high average. 

It took the Hever Castle sale 
May 5 and May 6 to give the full 
measure of new status that has 
been acquired by medieval and Re- 
naissance obfets (Tart A suit of ar- 
mor made by the Milanese armors' 
Giovanni Paolo Negroh for Henry 
II of France shortly before he 
mounted the throne in 1547 was 
knocked down to B.H. Trupin of 
New York City for £1,925.000. 
Never before had such a price been 
paid for a work of art other than 
paintings.

Sac* contamination is an integral part rtf the his- 
tory of music in the United States — in fact, the 
most distinctive aspect of that history, the element 
that metres American music interesting to Euro- 
peans and others. The process was already far ad- 
vanced in the 1840s when Lotus Moreau Gottschalk 
began to enrich the classical pianc (and, of course, 
himself) with styles and cadences that he had heard 
on the banjo as a boy in New Orleans. That music 
— essentially the music of blade people — was a 
hybrid, mingling elements from several cultures and 
styles, a very fertile hybrid whose descendants in- 
dude ragtime, jazz, spirituals, soul music and rode 
as well as a myriad of classical compositions. 


Bob Dylan with equal interest and respect Those 
who are disturbed by such a mingling of genres will 
find no relief if they pick up John RockwdTs more 
tightly focused study, which begins with essays on 
Ernst Krenek, Milton Babbitt and (of course) 
Carter, but also brings its reader into the diverse 
worlds of Stephen Sondheim, Neil Young and tbe 
Talking Heads. The publication, only a few weeks' 
apart of two books that cross traditional borders 
with such insouciance should tell us that here is an 
idea whose time has come. Simply stated, the idea is

In a book of 
such enormous scope, he is able to moke only the 
most perfunctory reference (or none at all) to artists 
who are given extended treatment by Rockwell, but 
that is not his primary purpose. IBs book is a cop 
nucopia of information about the amazing variety 
of music that was brought here from elsewhere, imi- 
tated by Americans, «iH finally assimilated into the 
American tradition, undergoing changes in the pro- 
cess. The dement of change is essential or the book 
would be twice its size. 
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Hamm is explicit on this point “With the excep-

Rookie From Italy Takes On Indy 

Fabi, on Pole Position, Confronts 500’s Traditions

INDIANAPOLIS — In the jar- 
gon of mid-America, Teo Fabi did 
not just arrive in town on a load of 
hay. 

It only seemed that Italian 
popped up last weekend to steal 
one of American sport's immortal 
distinctions — the pole position in 
the Indianapolis 500 — from under 
the noses, ot five past winners and 
other venerable campaigners whose 
names' tumble off - the tongu e like 
the Fourth of July. 

When Fain upstaged them all 
with record Speeds of 208.049 miles 
per hour (333 kmph) for one lap 
and -207395 for the four sprints 
around the 2ft-mQe track, he de- 
stroyed two Indianapolis adages:

He is only the second rookie in 
67 years to win the pole, besides 
Walt Faulkner in 1950 (not count- 
ing inaugural champion Ray Har- 
roun in 1911).

W ASHINGTON — How goes 
the economic summit con- 
ference in WOlianisbuig this week- 
end? No better or worse than any- 
one expected. 

When French President 
Francois Mitterrand checked in, he 
asked what kind of bed he was 
sleeping in. The room deik tdd 
him he had been provided with a 
large, American colonial king-size 
one. Mitterrand said it was out of 
the question. He only had $275 
worth of French francs to spend 
and he could only afford an army 
col He said his austerity measures 
at home would be threatened if it 

was reported he was sleeping in a 
king-size bed. 

The flustered clerk said that 
there were no army cots available 
in Williamsburg. 

The Japanese prime minister, 
who was waiting to check in after 
Mitterrand, slipped off quietly to a 
telephone and called Tokyo. He 
tola his minis ter of commerce there 
was a shortage of army cots in the 
United Slates and ordered the 
Sony Company to start manufac- 
turing them at once. The minister 
assured Nakasone the cots would 
be in Williamsburg by Monday. 

• 

Canadian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau was the next to check in. 
He was wearing a heavy yellow 
slicker and canying an umbrella to 
mak e his point that the only reason 
he had come to the conference was 
to discuss acid rain. When told the 
bold would not accept Can adia n 
dollars, Trudeau threatened to go 
home. 

Fortunately, the West German 
chancellor. Helmut Kohl, was in 
the lobby and offered to lend Mr. 
Trudeau German marks, which 
could be charged against Canada's 
drawing rights to tne International 
Monetary Fund. 

Italy's prime minister. Amintore 
Fanfani, was asked to pay in ad- 
vance, and when he produced tra- 
veler’s checks from the Vatican 
R ank, the cashier said he couldn't 
honor them. Fanfani said the tra- 
veler's checks were now backed by 
the Bank of Italy, and the cashier 
replied, “That’s why we can’t take 
them.” 

The I talian prime minister was 


commercial- All be had to say was, 
“You don’t know me, but I am the 
prime minister of Italy. The only 
reason they let me attend an eco- 
nomic su mmi t conference is be- 
cause I carry an American Express 
Credit Card.” 

F anfani did the commercial in 
the hotel lobby and was then im- 
mediately shown to his room.

tion. 

The German chancellor. Kohl, 
was shown to his room, where be 
found a bowl of fruit on the table 
and a Pershing II miss ile placed in 
a champagne bucket with a note, 
“There’s plenty more where these 
came from. Love Ronnie and Nan- 
cy"

After everyone washed up, they 
all came down to dinner, which 
President Reagan was hosting. 

President Mitterrand got down 
to business right away. 

He *aid the worldwide recession 
was caused by high American in- 
terest rates and enormous U.S. 
budget deficits. President Reagan 
replied he had inherited them from 
40 years of wasteful Democratic 
spending and be couldn't change 
them overnight. 

Thatcher said high unemploy- 
ment in her country was caused by 
French farmers flooding the Com- 
mon Market with cheap poultry 
and artichokes. 

The German chancellor said the 
British were subsidizing coal and 
steel exports to the Umicd States, 
taking jobs away from the West 
Germans. . . 

The Italian prime minister 
accused the French of refusing to 
drink Italian wine and dumping it 
into the streets.

Seymour Cray 

An Eccentric, Reclusive American 
Who Designs Supercomputers

M OST every day, in a Mid- 
western town surrounded 
by com fields, a middle-aged 
computer engineer emerges from 
his house carrying sheets of qua- 
drille papa covered with mathe- 
matical equations. He takes them 
to a nearby laboratory where he is 

designing an extraordinary ma- 
chine, a mass of wire, copper and 
riii mn submerged inside a Plexi- 
glas vat, with blinking lights and 
bubbles rising eerily among the 

circuits. 

The computer will be the fast- 
est oa earth, and wflj cost about 
$15 million when it is marketed 
□ext year. Already customers are 
lining up. Other computers de- 
signed by the same man sit in in- 
telligence and defense establish- 
ments in Washington; no official 
will say how many. 

The man is Seymour Cray, 57, 
a red use who almost never grants 
interviews and has twice resigned 
from flourishing companies he 
helped found. Cray seldom leaves 
Chippewa Falls, Wisconsin, his 
home town and work place, ex- 
cept to ski precipitous slopes or 
to scuba dive off Australia's 
Great Barrier Reef — pursuits 
tha t make company executives 
and government bureaucrats un- 
easy. Now Cray’s — and the 
United States's — number- 
crunching supremacy is threat- 
ened by the Japanese, who are 
putting $200 million into an ef- 
fort to surpass the man from 
Chippewa Falls and everything 
he represents. 

His new computer, the Cray- 2, 
will have a computing speed of 
about 2 billion transactions per 
second. At least one of the Cray- 
2's predecessors — and some say 
many — sits in the basement of 
the National Security Agency at 
Fort Meade. Maryland; another 
is in tire agency’s Communica- 
tions Research Division of the In- 
stitute for Defense Analysis at 
Princeton University. 

Los Alamos National Labora- 
tory in New Mexico bought the 
first Cray-1, made in 1976. The 
scientists liked it so well that they 


have since boaght four more. The 
Crays are used to simulate atomic 
blasts, alleviating the need for 
real testing, and to lead physicists 
deeper into fissions mysteries. 
The Lawrence Livermore Labora- 
tories in California has four Cray 
machines, the National Center 
for Atmospheric Research w 
Boulder, Colorado, has two, as 
does the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. 
ARCO. Exxon, Chevron, Shell 
Sofaio and Bell Laboratories have 
one each.

An introverted student of mathe- 
matics and electrical engineering 
from the University of Minneso- 
ta, he went to work for the prede- 
cessors of Sperry Univac in tire 
early 1950s with a vision of a 
computer that would perform 
perhaps 200 million calculations 
a second But the strictures of a 
burgeoning corporation grated on 
him.

With Frank Norris and other 
entrepreneurs, Cray co-founded 
Control Data Corp- today Cray 
Research's chief U.S. rival in su- 
percomputer technology. Cray 
became the director of CDC, a 
curious title for a man who 
worked in a laboratory in Chip- 
pewa Falls, leaving management 
■fr- rails to executives in Minneap- 
olis. Cray's purview was comput- 
er design and Boolean algebra. 
He created an early transistorized 
computer with unprecedented 
speed and capacity that scientists 
clamored for. Working with other 
engineers, he produced a bona 
fide supercomputer — 36 million 
calculations a second — in 1969. 

But Control Data was becom- 
ing too big for Seymour Cray,

Cray insisted upon building 
and selling one machine at a time. 

Each development had to be a 
compatible extension of an exist- 
ing machine, and all those ma- 
chines had to be supercomputers. 

Small groups of innovative engi- 
neers worked on specific projects, 
bearing sole responsibility for 
them. An unusually large amouni - 
of revalue was put back into re- 
search. . . 

In 1975 Cray had lunch with 
John RoDwagen. a bright young 
Minneapolis man who bad an en- 
gineering degree from MIT and a 
graduate degree is business from 
Harvard. At the time, RoDwagen 
was a vice president of Interna- 
tional Timesharing Service who 
had once worked for Control 
Data, the mother ship for super- 
computer talent. Cray recognized 
a rare blend of technical and ad- 
ministrative ability. After lanch, 
he said, “Why don’t you think 
about itT “Think about what?” 
Rollwagen asked. “About coming 
to work for us." Cray said. 

Today Rollwagen is president 
and chief executive officer of 
Cray Research. The founder is 
just a consultant, albeit a highly 
paid one. Some of what drove 
Cray from Control Data — the 
administrative detail necessary in 
running any successful oorpora- 


poses problems for 
who must deal with 


Cray’s legacy and his ongoing in- 
fluence on tire company's prod- 
uct. Rollwagen isn’t bound to re- 
spect Cray’s wishes, yet he talks 
to him by telephone every week. 
Their relationship, according to 
observers, is mutually supportive. 
Cray is known for his uncon ven- 
ti duality inside an unconvention- 
al company. For instance, shortly 
after moving into his new lab, 
Cray hired as his personal secre- 
tary a waitress in his favorite 
Chippewa Falls restaurant. But 
Cray’s overriding interest is su- 
percomputers, and friends say be 
is pleased that his creations con- 
tribute to the stability and securi- 
ty of the nation. 

Both Hitachi and Fujitsu have 
announced that they wiD unveil 
machines faster than Cray’s this 
year. “It's a shot across our bow," 
says Rollwagen, who doubts that 
the Japanese machines will be as 
fast as a Cray. “Well see how big 
a splash it makes.” 

Cray Research is tire second 
largest employer in Chippewa 
Falls. In one of three prefabricat- 
ed industrial buD dings east of 
town, women in blue coats use 
microscopes to solder some of tire 
6 millio n connections that go into 
one Cray computer. Each ma- 
chine made by Cray contains 
about 70 miles of wring and
